With her bardy repablica ns 
I passed through al! the viciesitudes and prive- 
tions of peace and war, during that period. My 
father, ee is well known (to thousands, was iden- 
tified with the long line of illustriogs patriots, 
who echieved our liberties in the war of the 
revolution. From him I reecived the first im- 
pression of the rightsof man. By bim I was 
tavght, before | understood terme, that men 
are naturally born free, end as such bave an in- 
defeisable right to worship God scoerding to 
ihe dictates of their Own understanding of bis 
perfections. But the lesson we have so recent 
ly learned from the executive of « sovereign 
state, admonishes us thet the day of American 
liberty is om the wane. That unless something 
to retrieve her lost character be shorily done, 
we may es well content ourselves, and expect 
the days of a Nero and a Calliguli. It is nox 
anknow to you that the entire church of Lat - 
ter Day Seints have been expelled from the 
State of Missouri, for the simple fact that they 
believed the fulimess of the gospel of Christ 
had been restored to them threogh the minie- 
tration of angels; and thet the Book of Mor- 
mon, was a divinely inspired record of the abo- 
riginees of the western hemisphere. These two 
facte were sufficient in that state, with L. W. 
Boggs at the head of the executive department. 
to exterminate as in the chill of witter; to burn 
our dwellings—te rob use of our pProperty—to 
revich, torment, ead moerdet otf Women and 
helpless children. Afler paying htthdreds of 
thowsands of dollars for land, ahd making im- 
provements worthy the character of Ameticep 
operatives, al! which were lost to us; the man- 
agers of the war, acting Under the direct ev- 
thority of the chief magistrate, forced Bs, at the 
point of their bayonets, to sign « treaty, the 
items of which would have disgraced the dam- 
wing deeds of « Phatsoh or Antioeus. Ip 
this treaty we covenanted fo pert with el! our 
lands to defray the expenseb of the war; a war 
whieh they themselves had created, and which 
they, with a barberity disgraceful to savage 
warfare, sad bitherto prosecoted against vs. 
Another article in the treaty provided that we 
should forthwith leave the state of Missouri, 
and wever make any ferther attempt to raise 
crop, or to do any thing whereby the citizens 
might take offence; for, ssid one of the prose- 
cuting generels, * VW you do, my men will be 
upon you, end you will be destroyed, men, we- 
men and childrén:” and in whatever light we 
looked upom the proceedings of the governor, 
whether ovr cause was jast or not, it was al! 
the same with bim; our Gaal departure from 
the state waa the grand object with him, And he 
would sce it accomplished. A third article, 
claimed, that all our leading men were to be 
given up to him (General Clerk) to be tried for 
bigh treason. Amidng the number was our be- 
loved Prophet. A court martial was immedi- 
ately instituted, in which it wae decreed tha: 
the Prophet, together with a few othcrs, should 
be shot at o'clock next morning. Thie, 
however, was preveoted by the remonstrance of 
one or two of Clark's officers. They were im-, 
mediately conducted to prison, where they suf- 
fered the greatest incignity. Many scores sul- 
fered the same fate. Yet hot the least vestage 
of legal preferment was ever seen in the whole 
affair. No testimony wes bad: none called 
egeinst them. It has been carefully estimated 
by our historians that not fer frum fourteen 
thouseod persons were ejected from Missour' 
jn that infernal affair, that showld auffuse with 
tears the face of every Ametican. The eame 
historians compute that not fer from three hun. 
dred were elther directly slaughtered, or from 
extreme aufferings ftom imprisonament—from 
hanger—the chills of winter, beitg reduced to 
yhe necessity, in many inttances, of braving the 
winter blasts in a naked situation, were sub- 
jected to various disorderr, that hurried them to 
& premature grave.

FALLS OF WATER IN NORWAY. 
The New York correspondent of the 
New Orleans Courier mentions a curious 
fact in the raphical history of Nor- 
way, whic recently been made 
known to the scientific world, by Dr. 
Luugberg. of Christiana, » hu has discov- 
ered three most remarkable waterfalls, 
arong the almost inaccesible rocks of 
Norland, One of these far surpasses ia 
height and the volume of water precipita- 
ted any waterfall in Murope; and almost 
rivals inthe sublimity of its effects, our 
own great naturel wonder, the Falls of 
Niagara. A river at least two hundred 
fect wide, plo & ravine seven 
hupdred feet deep!

The other two wate:frils are 
little inferior in sublimity, though less 
high. R.vers of even larger size and 
thrown down sheer four hundred feet, in- 
to chasms formed by overhanging rocks, 
which rise for many hund:ed feet above 
the foaming waters. Norway hes of 
late become a favorite country for Eng- 
lish tourists, who are tired of the beaten 
conti.ental track, en! the discovery of 
these additional features to its magoifi 
cently bold scenery ,wi'l no doubt increase 
the attraciioa.—[Quincy Whig.
